WHAT DISPOSITION SHOULD BE 



Prei'cliiiiK Sunday at St, (^luulca' 
church <lov. Father UyfTo, the pas- 
tor, outlined the blessings whirh 
come to those who hear the word 
ol Uod and direct their lives accord- 
ing to it» teaeblaCB. Father Raffo 
said: 

"Of aU Che doUeB of a Christian 
life there Is one with which, eape- 
<Ml]r to our times, we should read- 
llr oomply; that is the hearing of 
the word of Qod. The good man is 
distinguished, not by the exterior 
body of his aotlonB, but by the 
spirit which animates and oriKin- 
ate« them. A Kood and a bad man 
can perform the same aotlons, but 
tho disposition of the heart maJtes 
the diBcernment. 

"Our dear Lord, in tlie parable 
of 'The Sower and the Seed,' which 
is read to you on thds, Sexagesima 
Sunday, refers to the different ef- 
fects the seed prodnoes, according 
to the BOil upon which it f«Ua. He 
Interprets thia parable for Ms apoe* 
ties. The seed. He says. Is tbe word 
of Ood. The seed that fell by the 
'wayside,' 'upon a rock' and 'among 
thorns' and was unproductive. He 
tells his apoBtles, is the word of 
God spolten to those who are dis- 
posed to be cariie<i away by the 
spirit of the world, which Is in- 
dolence, sensuality. Instability, 
harassing anxiety about the tilings 
tbe\{eof, its ricnes and pleasures, 
and Ny the eplrtt of the devil, which 
Is pi.H^ and eelf-sulticiency. 

"Tht «eed which fell upon good 
soil, out Lord Says, is the word 
which is woken and received by 
those who oear it with the proper 
di8po6iti(Hi8 and produces good and 
fasting fruit. It is then, my dear 
bfethrea, af the. bUchost cooKequencQ 
for you to hear the word ot (iod 
with the proper dispositions. The 
dispositions should be a sincere and 
earnest desire that the word of 
God may be prolitable to you, with 
a pious docility, formed in you 
througli realization of the high au- 
thority from which the word comes 
to yon. 

"The word which we announce to 
yoa la not onr word, hut the word 
of Him who Bent us. It is there- 
fore your part to listen to It as 
disciples rarttier than aa Judges. We 
' tay before you the rules and de- 
eMons of the gospel, the laws and 
ordinances of the church and the 
maxims of the saints. We do not 
speak to you here our private no- 
tlone, our prejudices or our own 
Ide^is. Truth and not ( ontention ha.s 
place here. Tliis i.s the house of 
uBity and peace, heuce only what 
is Incontestable should be admitted. 
We speak in the name of the 
(shurch, which is the pillar and 
gronad oC truth,' and are the ex- 
gestton of her dogmatic and moral 
tenols, which are the products of 
the word of Ood. The dispoHitions 
of sincerity, earnestnc.'-s and doctHty 
fertilizes the heart and the mind, 
that when the word of (K)d is 
spoken it takes root and produces 
irult in patience. 

"Hut how many are there who, 
wise in their own conceits, consider 
the preaching of the gospel, as car- 
ried on by amplification and exag- 
geration. The eniotiooa of holy seal 
are in their mtads studied oratory. 
The annnnolatioa ct dlTlne voo- 
geaace, as so much eathnstaam. The 
pure and evangelical Htw, they say, 
are sentiments wMch come with 
propriety from greaehers and dl- 
' vines, but can never enter into the 
concerns of common lite. 

'•Tliese correspond with the 'way- 
side, the rock and the thorns," and 
are they wlio, when they hear the 
word of (Jo<l. are tenderly affected, 
trouble4i and agitated, conceive 
feeble desires of salvation and aome 
faint hope ot a future cooversion. 
But whw they retire from taeartng 
the word o( Ood they aeek to dis- 
sipate thsmaelves, to divert away a 
weight of trouble and dejection, 
which presses on their souls. They 
mix with the world and engage in 
Its voluptuous •scenes; they permit 
them selves to be drawn again Into 
the vortex of Hensual and vicious 
habits; they turn their heads aside, 
that they may not behold the light, 
and thus the world and the devil 
destroy the seed which was sown. 

"If there are any here who, in 
this description, discover their own 
character, let them use every effort 
to rouse thenuwlTee from this dread- 
f«l condition, which leads to ruin 
and reprobation. They will have 
every reason to dread lest the pa- 
tience of the Lord irtiould at length 
be wearied out with giving them a 
he-art sensible to truths, which el- 
ways effect but never reform, and 
possibly take from it tliut force 
w'bicb in a n.anner Impels the sin- 
ner to repentance. A dreadful 
state! And they who fall into thlp 
state have become eo beoauBe they 
neglected to profit by those favora- 
ble tnoments whsn grace opened 
for them the path to eternal aalva- 
tion — now they are to ttiem only 
empty sounds.

multitude as if it were addressed to 
him only; should consider that 
Jesus Christ speaks to him indi- 
vidually liy our mouth, and perhaps 
hath scut us liither for his par- 
ticular .salvation. Thus with this 
disposition of earnestness fruit will 
prevail. No matter how enliglitoned 
you may be in otiier respects, your 
mental endowments give you no 
title to question the woixl of Ood — 
once knowing it to be the word of 
Ood. It Is great, aerloas and snh- 
lime, however slinks and ftnperteet 
the manner In which ft Is delivered. 
The church gives to her children the 
truths as received from her Di\ine 
Master and Pounder. If with the 
simplicity of a child th«! word of 
God is listened to and receivwi, the 
grace of the IJivine Spirit will 
teach many things of which you 
may yet be ignorant. That same 
Spirit will jifMect you in that char- 
ity whicli beautifies, dilates, exalts 
and ennobles the soul. Vnur iicart 
wUl catch the hea\enly llaiiie and 
glow with a greater warmth of re- 
ligion and piety. A child-like soul, 
docile, sincere and earnest, will 
learn all things without eftoit in the 
boson t>f Divinity. It oan not fort 
happier than when it hears the won- 
ders of the Lord proclaimed, his 
ordinances published and his great 
trutlis of salvation expounded and 
propag-ated. 

"Be you such, my dear brethren, 
and then the word of (Jod will 
spread -from you and you will b<^ 
come a pattern to all th4> faithful. 
Thus may the grace of Christ Jesus 
quicken his word in you, and make 
it a seed of newness of life, fructi- 
fying even to the end, tai it makes 
you Honrish with unfading i>eauty in 
the heavenly Paradise."

PRIESTS MEET MARTYR'S FATE 



One fact stands out strikingly 
and grandly in the long history of 
the church — always and In all places 
heroic 4diarity has eharaoterlBed her 
ministrations to homanlty. And not 
only to that portion of humanity 
which professed her doctrines and 
acknowledged her authority, but to 
11 races and all creeds she has ever 
biHH the Good Samaritan. Nothing 
.so impressed the pagans of the early 
ages as the unwonted spectacle of 
the ctoarity shown by the Christians, 
not only toward their own, but to- 
ward the \ery men and women who 
persecuted them. l{atzin>;er in hi.s 
excellent work "Cliarities" tflls us 
that while the pagans, during the 
prciit plagues at Carthage and Alex- 
andria, left their dead unburied, the 
ChrLstlane buried them at tho risk 
of their own lives. 

The history of the chorah is a 
veritable chrOnlde of heroic deeds, 
performed hy men and women like' 
Martin of Tours, Elisabeth, Francis, 
Ciaver, Vincent de Paul, Charics 
Borromeo, John of Ood, Damien and 
the countless uncanonlzed of both 
sexes who lived and died in the 
service of the poor, the pest- 
stricken, the lame and blind and 
deaf and leprous. Tlu ir conduct, 
lieroic to othera, was a matter of 
fact and duty to them. How dif- 
erent this chronicle of charity from 
the historically attested attitude of 
the Oalvinlat preachers in 'Oeneva 
who when the plague broke out re- 
fused to succor the afflicted, ex- 
cusing themselves by saying that 
Ood bad not given them strength to 
do otfaerwtoe. 

Nor was, as we nave said, this 
heroic charity confined to any one 
time or pl.Tie. We in America have 
heroes ol iliarity great as tliose ot 
other lands and ages, but perhaps 
not 80 well known. .An Knglish 
tr.iveler In .Miiericu, a non-Catholic, 
too. has left an interesting account 
ol Ills Imprefibions gained while here 
in his Journal of ti residence end 
tour in the United Statee. The 
author, B. 8. Abdy, in the third vol- 
ume of this work, describes what 
he leamod and saw in Philadelphia. 

While the cholera," he writes, 
"WAS raging In Philadelphia, eight 
Slaters of Charity Were sent, at the 
request of the managers from Em- 
meitsburg, to the alms house. They 
were subsequently withdrawn by 
the Superior's order, their continu- 
ance not being, as was stated in the 
letter to the board, 'in accordance 
with the charitable end of the so- 
cii tv and with the religious retire- 
iiieui and the exercises of piety 
peculiar to its members.'.". 

A still more significant foot is 
brought out by the same author 
when detailing tads impressions of 
the cholera times in Philadelphia. 

While the cholera 'was raging," 
he writes a Utle further on, "the 
only ministers who attended at the 
hospital to afford religious consola- 
tion to the patients were the Cath- 
olic priests, whom no personal con- 
siderations could prevail to quit tlic 
post assigned them by their sense 
of duty. It was the same at the 
time ot the yellow fever. I have 
both facts from one of the physi- 
cians Who attended." Here. too. as 
the author goes on to remark, the 
reward ot oharlty was the vlper^i 
venom. 

Bveo more striking are the facts 



brought OUT in the January niiiiilH'i 
of the Cathfdic Historical Review, 
by Rev. Joseph Magri in an article 
on "Virginia During the Kpiscopat*- 
ol Hishop McOill." In il liie rev 
erend author makes an interesting 
and valuable contribution to the an- 
nals of ClvthoUe charity in America. 
Describing the Invshion of Virginia 
by the yellow fevers in 1855 he de- 
tails the heroism of two little known 
priests who sacrificed their lives in 
the cause of charity. "Father Mat- 
jthew O'Keefe, of Norfolk, and 
Father Francis Dfl^ lin, of I'oi ts- 
mouth," he writes, "were Inde- 
fatigable in their attention to the 
aick and dying of all classes and 
creeds. They not bnly gave spir- 
itual help whenever possible, but 
also to a large degree afforded 
material assistance, bringing to the 
stricken and to tbit needy money, 
food, medicines anw clothing. The 
difficulty of obtatniilg laborers, who 
feared personal coMagion, obliged 
both priests frequently to dig the 
uraves, and with their own hands 
to bury the deci'asnl \ictijiis." 
Kathei- O'Keefe, in .sjiiie oi liis la- 
bors and exposure, lived till 18S7 
to continue in oilier fields the same 
life of sacrifice which characterized 
his early sacerdotal y« ars. 

Not so witli Father Devlin. "A 
martyr's fate," wrllew Father Magri, 
"awaite<^ Father Devlin, of I'orts- 
mouth. Stricken with the disease, 
whidi he contractod from Wa at- 
tention to the sick, juHl hrovght al- 
most to the p<^.eQdeath, -Ms oon- 
sUtatlon rallied fnhn the atUck. 
During his convalescence he was 
warned hy the phydelan in charge 
not to resnn^e his laoors among the 
plague-stricken under the penalty 
of losing his life. Yet: as a priest 
he felt he could not turn a deaf ear 
to the sick and tlie dying, who were 
clamoring for assistance both spir- 
itual and material. Accordingly once 
he was able to leave hi:; room he 
immediately renewed his unremit- 
ting labor of apostolic seal and 
cfaariUr. Again stricken with the 
malady, be gave hMk to Ood his 
truly devoted sool.** 

The church, ever] old and ever 
new, in Carthage, la Alexandria, in 
Philadelphia and Ivrtsmouth, has 
et^er had charity's eloquent ansrwer 
to pagan and cynic and bigot. Veiha 
decent, Execpla Trahuntp— Words 
Teach, Examples Compel.

The retreat for Catholic men of 
the city un<ler tlie au.splces of the 
Knights of Columbus and condftcted 
by the Rev. Francis Cassiliy, S. J., 
will come to a successful close to- 
morrow night at the Cathedral. 
Nearly 1,200 men greeted Father 
CasslUy at the opening Wednesday 
night and the number has «te«dlly 
Increased. His sermons have made 
a profound impreselon on his hear- 
ers, who will receive holy com- 
munion at a special mass at 8 
o'clock tomorrow morning. In bis 
opening sermon Father Cassiliy 
branded modernism as an error, the 
oldest tiling on earth. "Tlie voice 
of the church," he said, in part, 
"has been raised against modem- 
ism. Modernism M\vn its name, for 
it is the oldest thing on earth — 
error. Error is the Shadow of truth 
and has clung to it frcm the dawn 
of creation. Error is oonitently 
seeking reluvenation under new 
garbs and names; and religious er- 
ror, no matter how garbed or veiled, 
Is but an attack on faith."

phan Home on Frankfort avenue. 
Mrs. Kursendorfer had attended a 
meeting of the Sewing Society and 
had worked on ctothlug for the or- 
phans before enjoying a pleasant 
hour. Bidding her friends good-bye 
the unfortunate woman hastened 
from the home to catch an ap- 
proaching city bound str.'t't car. 
When in the center of the tracks 
that pass the orphanage she was 
struck by an outgoing L. and N. 
train and hurled forty feet. Several 
people waiting for the street car 
hurried to her side aad Rev. Father 
Fehrenbach administered the last 
rites while the crowd around stood 
frith uncovered headp. She was at 
once moved to St. Anthony's Hoa- 
pital, where she died two hours 
later. Sunday was to have been 
celebrated as the woman's thirty- 
nlDth birthday anniversary, and tlie 
tragedy came as the family was pre- 
paring plans for a surprise party 
for her. Mrs. Kurzendoerfer was 
a native of Louisville, and leaves, 
besides her husband, her mother, 
Mrs. M. Bacheler, and a brother, 
John Bacheler, of Indianapolis. Mrs. 
Kursendoerfer was a devout member 
of St. Charles church and had given 
much of her life to charity work. 
For the bereaved husband and 
mother there is widespread sym- 
pnthy. 



The special session of the Legis- 
lature had hardly been a day old 
when It WM dlsooversd that the 
"dry" politicians were opposed to 
any new tax laws simply because 
they would be credited to Oov. 
Stanley and an administration elect- 
ed on a liberal platform. Caring 
not a whit whether the intended tax 
legislation would help the people 
and State of Kentucky, these prohi- 
bitionist politicians pursue their 
fanatical course, caring neither 
whom they help or hurt as long us 
the causes of prohibition are ad- 
vanced. One ot these dry advocates 
in tlie Senate even objected to an 
intended tax increase on whisky be- 
cause, as he said, that might deter 
the people from voting agslnst a 
buslnesa which contrtbntod as enor- 
mous revenue to tho Stste of Ken- 
tucky. The blind seal of the pixj- 
hlMtlonlsts Is aptly Shown in the 
great moving picture "Intolerance," 
which was exhibited here this week, 
and it is a pity that our dry advo- 
cates and reform chronics can not 
bf Induced to witness this film and 
see themselves on the screen as they 
really are and as they are Judged 
by ttie general -public. 

Another element of the prohibi- 
tion clan Is in evidence at Frank- 
fort now, these differing from the 
first mentioned 4n this wtse: They 
arc supporters of the prohibKlon 
propaganda for poHtkos only and 
their poHticB }nst now hapvens to 
be anything to beat or eroharrass 
the Stanley administration. This 
tvpe are known as the Haly-Beck- 
ham clan, with Oen. P. Haly In the 
role of managing director. The plan 
is to belittle the C.overnor and his 
followers and pa\e the way for 
control in the Democratic party, 
with tlie object of selecting Mc- 
Ch<siii-> (the also ran) as the 
Democratic nominee for Governor 
two years hence, as Percy and 
Crepps hawn't gotten over that 
awful defeat In the primary before 
and want to try H out again, beMev- 
Ing that the growth of the prohibi- 
tionist move wIM -be a big asse*. 
The move is also Intended to lulp 
Beckham in his race and if p -mi.I.' 
beat Ollle Jamee with wme dry 
leader like Dr. Alexander or Col. P. 
If. Callahan, and working along that 
line the Haly-Be<-kham machine is 
now planning to center their atten- 
tion on tlie Sheriff's race alone In 
everv county. It is generally un- 
dei-stood that the Sheriff can go a 
long way In selecting election offi- 
cers suitable to the Interests c/ hie 
friends, and knowing that the Haly- 
Beckham Sti'«ngth is Insutncieut to 
win without inside aid the move to 
capture (he Sheriff's offices is now 
In order, and right here In Jefferson 
county we have an erample. 

There has been a little lull In 
politics locally the past week, partly 
on account of t!he weather an<l 
partly on account of the fact that 
many proBpectlve candidates f"i 
Democratic nominatloiw are with- 
holding their announcements await- 
ing the entraaee of the antl-admln- 
Istratlon or Brumleve ticket It is 
rumored that some ot the ticket 
will foe as floHows: For Mayor, Ben 
Brumleve: Sheriff. Dan Russell or 
Ales. M. Woodruff; County As- 
ir. Soott-MWer: Oooisty Oerk, 



Charles Milliken: Jailer, John R. 
I'tlanz; Judge I'olice Court, Delos 
Rogers; I'roseciitor Police Court, 
Hunter Burke or Neal Funk; Hailiff 
I'olice Court, Harr>- Leachman; 
County Judge, Jomes P. Gregory; 
County Commlssloneni, Peter Lee 
Atherton, Louis Sammers, George 
B. Coder; Clerk Police Conit, L. L. 
Uemdon; Coroner, Dr. A. A. Deig. 
Several of the above are strong 
politically and would set a hustling 
pace in the primary campaign. 

Next to the office of Police Court 
Bailiff the office of Magistrate seems 
to have the call for big fields. In 
the Fifth Magisterial <listrict, now 
presided over by Squire Fi-ank 
Dacher, there are tliree candidates, 
former Squire Iloffuiaii, Josepli T. 
Siiiitli and M. U. Ken<liick, the lat- 
ter a Democrat of long standing and 
ex-Mayor Head's first opponent for 
the LiCgislature. Squire Dacher will 
probably aniK>unce for County Com- 
missioner and would make a strong 
candidate. Phil German is a candl- 
dste to succeed Sqtilre Wheeler, 
•while Albert Nlsbet and Robert E. 
Hession are candidates in the 
JSlghth Magisterial district to suc- 
ceed the ProgresBlve ihcumbeht," 
Samuels. Squire Ben .Seliulman in 
the Sixth and Squire John O'Brien 
In the Seventh tlistrict will be can- 
didates to succtH>d themselves, and 
as both are universally liked by 
voters of all factions and parties 
will hardly have opposition. 

Dr. H. E. Meohllng, the popular 
athlete and referee, who withdraw 
from the race for County Commis- 
sioner in the interest of Democratic 
harmony, is being mentioned by his 
friends as a popular candidate for 
t'lty Treasurer, but as he haa been 
in Omaha on a business trip since 
Febniary 1 this can not be veri- 
fied.

SOCIAL WORKBBS KMSBSmSD. 



The Bev. Frederick Medentmrg, 
professor of sociology at Loyola 
University, Chicago, has Just com- 
pleted a series of lectures at Naz- 
areth Academy, during which he 
pointed out the great need tht\>ugh- 
out the nation for social workers. 
Much of the need for K<x-ial work- 
ers, he said, could be traced to the 
factory system. "The greatest evil 
resulting from this factory system 
is the class distinction between cap- 
ital and labor, and arising from 
this the woman's problem, which is 
not a Httle one. since there are 
9.000,000 women wage earners In 
the country today." Father Belden- 
burg made a plea that girls Interest 
thMDselves In the problem «onf rout- 
ing women and by so doing defend 
the nation as effectively as do the 
boys when called upon to defend it 
from mUltaristle enemies from with- 
out. 

CAKDI.NAL STILI- OPPOSES. 

A delegation of twenty-four Cath- 
olic women from Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore dis- 
cussed woman suffrage with Car- 
dinal CMbbons Wedneaday. They 
said that while they were opposed 
to the "feminist" movement, and 
other so-called movements, they felt 
In the queetlon of voting women 
should have a voice. The meeting 
was held behind closed dors. After- 
ward Ciirdlnal Cibbons was asked 
if he ha<l changed in tiis opposition 
to woman suffrage. He said: "A 
man does not qul<kly change the 
view« he has held for fifty years." 
Moat of tile women were disappoint- 
ed, but some of them said the Car- 
dinal's attitude inclined them to 
be encouraged. The spokeswomen 
were Miss Janet Richards, of W*A- 
ington. and Mrs. Sarah Oonboy, 
Chairman of the Social Service Sec- 
tion Of the Federiitlon of Catholic 
Women.

Jiotfi Washington and 
Lincoln, among their gre^it virtues, 
includwl that of a passion for truth, 
for liberty. Justice and fair play. 
Any schoolboy knows that It was 
Indeed their very devotion to these 
great principles that held them in- 
domitably to their courses when de- 
Isat and disaster aeeoMd inevitable. 
When their birthdays are celebrated 
this month much will be said in 
eulogy of the two great national 
heroes, and in the schools will be 
told the old familiar but ever inter- 
esting anecdotes of the titithful 
voting George, his hatchet and 
cherry tree, and the young Lincoln 
who studied by the flickering light 
of a fire in hi.s father's log cabin. 
It is well tliat their great and im- 
perishable services to the nation and 
posterity should foe commemorated 
annually In a special way, for when 
the nation ceases to be mindful ot 
its history and best traditions It 
will have reached the hreaUng-np 
point. 

If the shades of Washington and 
Lincoln could again visit their be- 
loved country and listen to their 
panegyrists hoKling forth on their 
natal days in every State, In some 
of them at least they might find 
that admiration of their principles 
of love and truth, liberty, justice 
and fair play Is confined to speech 
rather than practice. We can wtil 
fancy that if ghosts in the great 
beyond retain their sense of humor 
the shade ot Lincoln would .he 
moved to mirth at heating thsw vir- 
tues ploualy extolled In, tor la- 
stance^ the great Oomm onwegl ttg Ql 
(febrgla and norlJfST "~W¥*n irT * 
melancholy fact that these two 
States are hotbeds of religious big- 
otry and intolerance, where elections 
are fought out and unfortunately 
won on an issue of invasion of the 
most .sacreil rights of Catholics. To 
be a Catholic in either of these 
States implies that one must possess 
the courage of the men and women 
who lived, suffered and died for tho 
faith in the days of the Cmars. of 
the Befonnation and in those dark 
days of our own country when la 
eettain colonies Catholics were pro- 
scribed and persecuted. That Cath- 
olics are actually persecuted in these 
enlightened days and in this en- 
lightened land because of their 
faith Is unfortunately tnie, if re- 
ports in the pre«s may lie credited. 
The Macon Dally Telegraph gives 
an account of the experiences of a 
Catholic teacliei in one of the pui>- 
lic schools of .\tlanta, who after be- 
ing officially e.xonei-ated Of a slan- 
derous charge that she took Bibles 
from non-Oathollc pupils In her 
school and burned the^i in the stove 
at the school, finally was compelled 
to resign her position becauee of 
the Intolerable situation created for 
her by the dissetnlnatlon of the 
Blander. In Florida the ."jplrit of 
bigotry and Intolerance If anything 
Is worse even than in that State 
where the nialign induencc- of Wat- 
son and the Jefft-rsoniau seem to be 
regnant. There a Governor has 
been elected on a distinctly anti- 
Catholic platform. Yet In that 
State, we are told, the conversion 
movement Is making as rapid head- 
way as in «ny State In the Union, 
thirty-four oonverts having been re- 
ceived In little more than a year in 
one parish In Fensacola. While 
Florida has not yet introduced the 
rack, rope or stake for Catholics, 
the trend toward Qstholicism there 
Is none the less proof tnat the blood 
of martyrs is the seed Of the church 
for it is true that persecution bo- 
get.s in tlie minds of the right-think- 
ing a love of fair play and a spirit 
of Investigation, and that these in 
turn bring the ipvestigator to em- 
brace aiid champion the troth. 
While It iB regrettably the fact that 
It is in four Southern States — Geor- 
gia, Florida, Arkansas and Mis- 
souri — that CatholloMkalting is the 
favorite sport, it is rsfreshlng to 
note that this feeling apparently has 
no place In Kentucky. Recimtly on 
the occasion of the one hundredth 
anniversary of the Kentucky State 
Unlver.'iity that institution conferred 
the degree of l^oetor of Laws upon 
the Right Kev. Ferdinand Broseart, 
Bishop of Covington.
